Washington, D. C., Nov, 8.—Precedenta 
established. in the case of the American 
ship Frye, wheat laden and bound for 
England, sunk in mid-Atlantic by the

Friedrich In 1915, are expected to lead 
the German government voluntarily ,to 
offer, to pay for the steamer Lanao, sunk 
by a German submarine off the coast of 
Portugal. October 28, if it is established 
that the vessel was sailing legally under 
the American flag and registry. 


It appears certain that due warnings 
was given and proper care taken to safe- 
guard the lives of all on board. 
The 
question to be cleared up is whether the 
Lanao was an American ship. 


It is known that negotiations for Its 
sale by the American owners to a Nor- 
wegian ship owner had been initiated be« 
fore the vessel started on the voyage, 
but it is not clear whether these had 
been concluded and the registry actually 
changed at the time of the attack. 


Regarding the right of the German sub- 
marine commander to destroy the cargo 
of contraband rice destined to a ^ench 
or enemy port there is no disposition to 
raise any question. But in the Frye case 
the German government admitted that 
under article XIII of the treaty of 1799 
the ship itself should have been allowed 
to proceed after the removal of the con- 
traband cargo.

Live Stock as King of the Farm 


Live-stock will be king of the American farm of the future! 
Europe at peace will be raising grain and eating meat; and American 
farmers (including South American) must furnish the world's beef 
and pork. Grains, abroad, will be a drug on the market; but the de- 
mand for meat will exceed any the world has known. Such is the be- 
^ef of Hugh G. Hughes, a northwestern agricultural editor, who writes 
pn the subject for the Review of Reviews. 


Impoverished farmers of the warring nations will need quick 
money, when peace comes, and so will turn to grain-raising, which will 
give them more immediate profits than horses or cattle. Awakened 
Eussia will produce wheat as she never did before; the fertile fields of 
Hungary and Rumania will be cultivated more intensively. 


And at the same time the returning soldiers, used to a war diet 
in the trenches—a diet largely of meat—will demand more meat than 
he ate before at war. The cattle stock in Europe has been heavily 
reduced by the war; the European farmer vnll be raising the quick- 
money crops, all of which means that there will be huge calls on Amer- 
ica and other peace countries for export meat. There seem to be no 
flaws in the argument. 


We suspect the canny American farmer will pay more attention 
to live-stock raising in the next few years—^particularly in those lands 
of the west that have been devoted mostly to wheat and corn. 


One Charles Filipiak, of Chicago, got so many campaign circulars 
he offered his resignation as an American citizen, in order to escape 
from the flood of political literature that swamped his doorstep. Thus 
lie delivered a mute protest against our candidates' custom of boost- 
ing their own claims on reams of perfectly good -^^hite paper, despite 
the paper shortage.

At a time -wlien grade crossing acci- 
dents are the source of ever-increasing 
expenditure^ by the raili'oads to cover 
the cost 
of damage suits; of further 
protection of crossings Dy grade separa- 
tion, gates, watchmen, warning devices, 
lighting, signs, 
etc., 
and un^emittent 
"Kafety First" campaigns among em- 
ployes and the public alike, it is re- 
freshing to be reminded that some re- 
sponsibility, rests on the public, and, 
furthermore, 
that 
the 
responsibility 
may be translated 
into dollars and 
cents. 
On June 3 a passenger train 
on the Chesapeake and Eastern Illinois 
was approaching 
a 
crossing in open 
country near Danville, 111., at its usual 
speed. The view was unobstructed and 
the whistles sounded soon enough for the 
driver of a vehicle near the crossing to 
have ample time to stop to let the train 
pass. A man, who was driving an auto- 
mobile toward the crossing at the time, 
paid no heed to the warnings, it 13 al- 
leged, and was struck and killed. 
His 
automobile derailed and wrecked the lo- 
comotive and baggage'car and caused 
injuries to the engineer, which later re- 
sulted in his death. 


Mrs. Chas. Everhart, wife of the en- 
gineman, has filed suit against Dan- 
iels' estate for $5,q00, and W. J. Jack- 
son, receiver for the C. & E. I., has be- 
gun suit for $10,000 to cover the ma- 
terial damage to the train. Should these 
suits prove successful, they will serve 
as a wholesome deterrent to carelessness 
by automobile drivers; Disregard of 
one's personal safety seems to be a com- 
mon and incurable trait of motorists. 
Observations by the railroads in Cali- 
fornia at thirty-four crossings disclosed 
tlie startling fact that out of 17,000 
drivers of motor vehicles noted, 
per cent, looked 
neither 
way before 
crossing tracks, 2.7 per cent, looked in 
one direction only and but 27.8 per cent, 
looked both 
ways. 
Three thousand, 
three hundred drivers observed ran over 
the crossings at a reckless rate of speed. 
The prospect of a considerable mone- 
tary loss as the result of careless driv- 
ing will, it is hoped, cause automobile 


drivers to stop, look and listen to a 
more^ appreciable extent than they have 
done heretofore.

Construction Work is Going 
Bapidly Forward in Big 
Enterprise. 
. 
9 


Seward, Alaska, Nov. 8.—WUUam C 
£des, chairman of the Alaskan engineer- 
ing commission, .who recently returned 
from Anchorage, r|ports excellent prog- 
ress on the construction of the United 
States railroad. 


Fifty-nine miles of track have been 
laid from Anchorage. 
With the seven- 
ty-one miles of the old Alaski^Northem 
railway that are now in operation to 
Kearn'Creek, there have been completed 
130 miles of the 47(7 that will connect 
Seward and Fairbanks. 
The track so 
far laid from Anchorage ciDnsists of six 
miles south toward Seward; thirty-eight 
miles of main line northward to Fair 
banks, and fifteen miles on the Mata 
nuska branch into the Matanupka coal 
fields. 


The right of way has been cleared 
from Potter Creek, on Tumagain Arm, 
to King's river, in the Matanuska coal 
iield, a distance of seventy-seven miles, 
and on the main line from Matanuska 
to the Little Susitna river. 
Rail will 
be laid this fall as far as King's river, 
on the Matanuska branch, a distance of 
sixty-tWo miKs from Anchorage, and to 
Wassilla on the main line, approximate- 
ly fifteen miles from Matanuska. 
On 
the main line in the SusTtna valley, be 
tween Montana creek and Indian rivor, 
a distance of fiftyfive miles, the right of 
way is 70 per cent cleared and a num- 
ber of grading contracts have been let 
Grading of the right of way will pro- 
ceed in this section from Talkeetna to 
Willow creek, and nortli to Broad pass. 
At Willow creek it will connect' with 
the work under the Matanuska district 
and at Broad pass with the work from 
the Nenana division. 


Rail will be laid in the near future 
as far as Potter creek, which is fifteen 
miles southeast of Anchorage on Turn- 
again arm, and from which point the 
rock work on Tumagain arm will be 
attacked during the , winter. 


For the week ending Sept. 9, 3,568 
men were employed on the Anchorage 
division, which includes commission em- 
ployes, stationmen and laborers, the Au- 
gust pajToll being $258,330. 


The population of Anchorage, which 
is tho main construction base on the 
railroad, is between 4,000 and 5,000 
At Matanuska, tho junction or the Mat- 
anuska branch with the main line, fc 
town site was recently surveyed by the 
government and a town is now in course 
of development. 
There is also a small 
town at Moose creek, about fifty miles 
from Anchorage, where the first mine 
on the railroad is in operation. 
At 
Wassilla, the name of the town where 
the railroad crosses the Knik-Willov/ 
creek wagon road, several people are 
gathering. 
Wassilla will be the distvib- 
uting point for freight and supplies for 
the Willow creek mining district. 
The 
government is taking immediate steps 
to survey small town sites at these 
places. 


The railroad north and south from 
Anchorage passes through and develops 
a large agricultural country. 
There are 
now between 500 and 1,000 home- 
steaders along the line of tlie railroad 
in this section, and the agricultural land 
is being rapidly developed. 
The home- 
steaders are supplying a considerable 
portion of the foodstuffs for the railroad 
employes and other people in that sec- 
tion of the country. Recently the Alas- 
kan engineering commission contracted 
for 400 tons, or over 13,000 bushels, 
of potatoes with the jSIatanuska farm- 
ers. 
Products are being hauled by the 
farmers to Matanuska and shipped over 
the railroad to Anchorage and otlier 
points along the line. 
There is still 
room for a large number of homestead- 
ers in the vicinity of the railroad, and 
the government 
hopes to encourage 
farmers from the states to come to 
Alaska and take up homesteads in the 
territory tributary to the railroad in 
order to develop the agricultural lands 
80 that the country may some day in 
the near future be self-supporting.

Resent Eifort in China to 
Wipe Out Confuscianism 
by Legislatioiu 


Peking, Sept. 
30.—(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—Because of 
the late Yuan Shi-Kal's espousal of 
Confucianism and the important part 
that religion, or phllosophj", played in 
the effort to restore the 
monarchy, 
ultra-republican members 
of parlia- 
ment 
recently made an 
attempt 
to 
have Confucianism abolished by legis- 
lation on the theory that such action 
would grant greater freedom of con- 
science and insure the perpetuity of 
the republic. 


This step aroused gi-eat indignation 
among the modern admirers of Confu- 
cius and called forth a shower of pro- 
tests. 
Kang Tu-\vei, the.distinguished 
scholar, who is among the prominent 
publicists who oppose the eradication 
of Confucianism, 
telegraphed to 
the 
central government declaring that the 
Confucian religion is distinctly the re- 
ligion of China, and that if it be re- 
jected 
Chinese 
would 
become 
like 
brutes. 
"What would be the use of the 
knees," he asked, "if they be not em- 
ployed for the worship of Confucius?" 


Premier Tuan Chl-jui replied that 
the public has great reverence for Con- 
fucius, but that this reverence is In the 
hearts of the public and that it is no 
longer necessary for them to prostrate 
their bodies on the ground to show 
their respect for China's great sage. 


In spite of the efforts of politicians 
to keep religion out of the political 
turmoil In China, various religious agi- 
tators have been able to intensify the 
internal troubles of the Chinese re- 
public. 
China has no state religion, 
even Yuan Shi-kal did not show pref- 
erence 
for 
any 
particular religion. 
Confucian teachers, Buddhist, 
Taoist 
and Liama priests all enjoyed his pat-

One large and very*, well-patronized 
cafe, for instance, offers, each Tuesday 
and Fridaj', under the heading of "meat 
dishes," the following four items: "Fric- 
as»ec of tunny with rice. Tunny Schnit- 
zel with peas, carrots and fried pota- 
toes, (rerman beefsteak of tunny fisli 
with spinach and friend potatoes. Tunny 
goulash;" 


The meat of the tunny is coarse and 
somewhat strong, 
or gamy, and too 
much of it palls. 
But it is nevertheless 
an excellent substitute for meat, and 
likewise a relief from the finer fish that 
grows very tiresome if eaten week in 
and week out. 
The sujiply of tunnies is 
snid to come principally from the Adri- 
atic.

Compulsory 
Investigation 
Act Will Bring Fight 
in Congress. 


Washington, 
Nov. 7.—One of th3 
greatest legislative struggles of recent 
times ia due during the short session of 
congress in December, when railroads 
and industrial concerns in general will 
try to force through congress a com- 
pulsory arbitration act, modeled upon 
the Canadian disputes act. 


This act provides that no strike shall 
be called or take place pending investi- 
gation by a commission into the con- 
troversy and publication of its findings. 


The theory is that teh impartial tri- 
bunal will prevent an unjustified striki.* 
and 
make 
unnecessary 
a 
justifiable 
strike. 


The American redera;tion of Labor, 
the railroad brotherhood? and labor in 
general is opposed to anj*^ such law. 


Labor leaders say that in many capes 
announcement of intention to strike and 
postponement of strike action pending 
invcBtigation would foredoom the strike 
to failure; that the employer would be 
ffiven time to prepare by hiring strike- 
breakers, secretly, if necessary, and by 
ircreasing production to build up a re- 
serve of goods. 


Samuel Gompers, president of the A. 
F. of L., says: 
"The proposal to estab- 
lish compulsory labor 
strikes at the 
very fundamentals of trade unionism. 


"The trade union movement is in es- 
sence voluntary and democratic. Any 
proposal or attempt to supplant volun- 
tary institutions with compulsory insti- 
tutions is of vit^il importance to wage- 
earnors. 
Any such 
proposition 
will 
meet with unalterable opposition of the 
workers, of every lover of the spirit of 
Amorira."

PIANS TO leUILD 


Mexico Hopes to Restore 
Revolution-Wrecked 
Industries., 


Juarez. Mex., Nov. 8.—Mexico plans to 
rebuild her revolution-shattered 
indus- 
tries upon a firm foundation. 
With the 
restoration of peace in the republic the 
thousands of factories, mills, shops and 
stores which have been burned, wrecked 
or partially destroyed by artillery fire or 
by the work of the bombing crew which 
are always a part of a Mexican army in 
the field, are to be rebuilt. 


The representative of a large Pacific 
coast cement manufacturing company re- 
cently visited Andres Garcia, 
inspector 
general of consulates for the Carranza 
government, and General Francisco Gon- 
zales, commander of the Juarez garrison, 
and consulted with them regarding the 
erection of a $1,000,000 cement plant in 
Juarez to utilize the great shale beds 
which are to be found at the foot of 
the Juarez 
mountains. 
This 
material 
has been tested and found to be good 
for cement making. 
The supply is said 
by experts to be inexhaustible and the 
shale beds are located near enough to 
the railroad to make haulage costs low. 


The representative 
of the 
American 
Cement company is being given every en- 
couragement by the Carranza officials. 
They realize the importance of having 
such a plant on the border where its 
product can be shipped to all points In 
the interior at a low cost. 
"While many 
of the buildings in Mexico are built of 
adobe, the larger buildings are made of 
brick and stone, concrete having been 
little used in construction work in the 
interior because of the comparative scar» 
city of cement. 
With the construction 
of a plant to manufacture cement hwe. 
many Mexican laborers who are 
now 
forced to go to the United States in 
search of employment will be employed 
and. because of the lower cost of labor 
In this country, it will be possible to sell 
the -finished product of the plant at a 
much lower rate than that prevalllnir In 
the United States, the promoters say.

he diminishes the quantity of his order 
to the wholesaler.

scheme to store large amounts of food- 
stuffs fcr aviation prices has gone amiss. 


The other 
plan is to 
buy 
cheaper 
grades 
of 
foodstufTs, thereby 
cutting 
down the demand for the liighest priced 
products. 


If the liighest priced produce becomes 
a, drug on the market 
its 
price 
will 
slump, 
^^'hen this happens, the second 
grade quotations drop at the same time. 
Within a few days the buyers gain the 
advantage.

This includes, he said, pro- 
vision against 
the "dumping of

ucts" from enemy countiies during the 
period of reconstruction. 


The first call for materials should hp 
made by the entente allies. Sir freorge 
declared, upon the supplies of the en 
tente allied nations Ihemseivcs and not 
upon their enemies or neutrals.

conclusion, 'he 
minister 
F a i d , concerned the permanent policy be- 
tween the nations 
at 
present 
allied 
against riermany. 
T1 was agreed. Sir 
Oeorge added, that all their natural r? 
sources and industries should be devel- 
oped by co-operation and mutual good 
will and self-help, so as to make the 
entente nations entirely independent of 
the central powers. 


"Whether it shall be by governments 
or restrictive tariffs up to the point cf 
it was announced that such a 
policy should be adopted,'' he said in 
conclusion.

Question 
Gets 
Attention 
from Sociologists in 
Europe. 


Vienna, Oct. 25.—(Correspondence of 
the 
Associated 
Press.)—Whether or 
not Europe will be obliged to change 
its marriage laws as the result of the 
war, is a question which has recently 
occupied sociologists 
In the Central 
States. 
Most'of them are of the opin- 
ion that material modifications, must 
ensue; a few think that legalized po- 
lygamj' must be established in order 
to provide for the surplus of women 
which two years of warfare has made 
one of the problems of Europe. 


The total population of the states at 
war, the non-Arian elements of Russia 
excepted, 
is 
roughly 
373,000,000 of 
which, according to best sources, 188,- 
000,000 are women and 185,000,000 men. 
For the countries of Europe where ex- 
act statistics are available, the pro- 
portion is 105 males to 107 females. 
For Europe this liave.s in normal times 
an excess of three million fema'es of 
which number a third would be inar- 
riageable. 


To this million of women who at 
present can lind no husband for the 
reason that nature, while ensuring an 
excess in the birth of males permits 
more of them to die in infancy, will be 
added at least eight millions 
whom 
death on the battlefield and incapaci- 
tating wounds has also deprived 
of 
mates. 
Buropo, therefore, is face to 
face with the question of how these 
nine million women are to be cared for. 


Economically the problem has been 
solved by the women themselves, by 
showing that in many departments of 
industry they are abla to fill a place. 
But sociologists point out that, except 
the state makes provisions tending to 
avert this, a certain, natural law would 
increase greatly tho rate of illegitimacy 
of children, which even now is a seri- 
ous matter. 


At the conclusion 
of 
the 
Thirty 
Years' War, similar 
conditions pre- 
vailed. 
Tt was met in many of the 
central European states 
by 
making 
polygamy legal. 
When the proportion 
of males and females had been read- 
justed by the coming of later genera- 
tions these laws were repealed.

Sacramento, Cal., Nov. 8.—The wild- 
cat stock salesman no longer finds in 
California a healthy climate for busi- 
ness. 


The state has declared open season 
the year 'round on the "wildcatter." lie 
is in the varmint class, a legal object 
of the hunt at all times. And the gun- 
ning has been good. 
, Fly-by-night corporations are on the 
wing. Human birds of prey are migrat- 
ing to safer llelda. 80 are other vicious 
species Avhich in the past have fattened 
upon tho gullibility of mankind. 


California'.s .so-called Blue Sky law or 
the investment Companies act, under 
operation by the state corporation de- 
partment for tho last twenty months, 
has 
brought 
about 
this 
satisfactory 
state of affair«. 


The law wag enacted by a vote of the 
people for their own protection by elim- 


inating dccej)tion and fraud in corpor- 
ate securities. 


"Honest business has not^ been ham- 
pered," said Commissioner H. L. Carna- 
lian, in his first biennial report. 
"Cali- 
fornia is well rid of other classes of cor- 
porate 
enterprises, which have 
either 
voluntarily fled or have been assisted in 
¿heir departure to other states where 
conditions are more to the liking of the 
Wallingfords of industry." 


As one phase in the operation of the 
Blue Sky law the California depart- 
ment places on the face of permits au- 
thorizing the sale of securities to the 
public an accurate statement of the 
financial 
condition and purpose of the 
company. 


The company is then reqirired to de- 
liver a copy of the permit to tho pros- 
pective j)urchaser of the securities. In 
that way the customer is fairly advised 
of the facts and may use his own judg- 
ment as to the desirability of invest- 
ment. 


"The activities of the department," 
said Commissioner'Carnahan, "have not 
been 
confined to the elimination of 
trashy fraud«, but have been 
equally 
concerned with hirger enterprises winch 
have ofTcfed conditions even more dan- 
gerous to the public. 


"A dignified San Francisco corporation, 
installed in an expensive suite of of- 
fices. was one of the leading opponents 
of Blue Sky legislation. 
After the law 
became eiTectivc the reason was appar- 
ent. Tt had sold to more than a thou- 


sand purchasers nearly a million dol- 
lars' worth 
of 
unsecured promissory 
notes and called them bonds. 


"Into tho purchase of this paper had 
gone a lifetime of savings of many old 
men and women, and the bulk of es- 
tates left by husbands and fathers to 
their widows and orphans. 


"The company was found to be hppe- 
lessly insolvent. Itg right to carry oth- 
eijs down in the crash was not only de- 
nied, but tho creditors were assisted in 
organizing so that they saved for them- 
selves 
a 
substantial 
proportion 
of 
claims that would otherwise have been 
lost.

THAN TO START ONE; and because 
the way out is so much more difficult 
to find than the Avay in, the end of the 
human wreckage and the money losses 
isn't in sight. 


The 
warring statesmen 
are 
telling 
the world they have no time to coimt 
the reckoning which the future will ex- 
a«t. 
They are saying they have their 
hands full taking care of the present, 
and the future must take care of itself. 
The future is doing so—for the present. 
But, if the war were to enà tomorrow, 
the future would present 
a tax 
bill 
amounting to 
50,0^0,0(^0 annually 
to meet the interest on the war debt 
alone. 
The demand would be for an 
immédiat« 
accounting 
tuidcr 
pi^n 
of 
bankruptcy and revolution. 


This is the extent to which the fu- 
ture can be left to take care of itself. 
For each day the war goes on, the cost 
mounts 
proportionately 
higher. 
Tlio 
expense of the conflict is now 
|100;- 
000,000 daily. 
This means that 
for 
every 4 hours of warfare, 
000,000 
is added to the yearly interest charge 
for war debts. 
If the war lasts another 
year, the annral interest payments for 
belligerent borrowings will be $4,600,- 
000,000. 
While this huge expense is 
being accumulated, the rtsult in casual- 
ties, which is. the immediate purpose of 
the war debts, is 5,000 men killed per 
day and 11,000 wounded. 


The taxation which the war trtll be- 
queathe to Europe will be imprecedcntetl 
in the world's history. 
It will be per- 
petual, too, imless the people shoulder 
additional financial burdens through the 
coming years of peace to wipe off .some 
of the war debt principal. 
A man with 
an incomc of $10 a week in 
Europe 
Avill be fair game for the army of new- 
tax gatherers that will replace the army 
of trench warriors after the treaty of 
peace is signed. 
, 


The European who earns 
a wecK 
will h a t e to pav an income tax for the 
v ar as long as he lives. 
The man who 
makes $25 a week in most of the bellig- 
erent nations will certainly be compelled 
to contribute to his country^s tax box 
$50 a year, on account of the war, am. 
if the amount isn't jumped to $io the 
war must end very quickly. 


In addition to the unending load of 
war debt, the cost of reconstructing the 
great areas devastated by the conflict 
will be enormous. 
The greater part of 
this amount will have to be met by 
extra taxation that will bend still fur- 
ther tlie stooping shoulders of European 
wage-earners. 
At 
least 
10,000 cities, 
towns and A-illagcs have been destroyed 
whollv or in part by the ruthless bom- 
bardment of the European armies. How 
appalling the work of destruction hds 
been is difficult for those far removed 
from the scene of the war to realize. 


It is probable, however, that the main 
reason why Great Britain and 
France 
decided to center their present offensive 
oil the Somme, innstead of repeating the 
earlier attacks further north, was be- 
cause of the urgent plea of the Belgian 
government. 
The Belgians am reported 
to have protested that if their country 
was fought over a second time, there 
wouldn't be anything left to reconstruct. 
Thürs, in order to save Belgium, tho 
war. literally, had to be moved away 
from the Belgian boundary. 


How many widows and orphans have 
been abandoned to the world by 
the 
toll of the war god has not yet been 
oflicially computed. 
In 
France, alone, 
however, the conflict has made 200,000 
children fatherless. 
A minimum 
esti- 
mate places the women and children of 
Europe deprived of their breadAVinners 
through 
deaths on the 
battlefields iit 
2,000,000. 
^ , 


Furthermore, at 
least 
1,000*,000 s>l- 
dier.=i Avill return home after the war in- 
jured beyond repair. 
These derelicts oî 
the trenches will have to be supported 
throughout their lives by members of 
their families. 
They will receive gov- 
ernment pensions, hut the sums, in tiii^ 
great majority of cases, will-be ina.k- 
quato to support life.

Evasions of Federal Reve- 
nue Foot Up to Tre- 
mendous Total. 


BY BASIL M. MANLY. 


Washington. 
D. C,, Nov. 
8.—Internal 
revenue frauds amounting to more than 
one billion dollars have been unearthed 
by 
the 
present 
administration 
of 
the 
United States treasury, 
according to 
a 
statement of W. H. Osborn, commissioner 
of internal revenue. 
As a result, evaded 
taxes amounting to $22,509,576 have been 
collected—more than enough to pay the 
entire cost of administering the Income 
tax and all the internal revenue laws. 


Attempts by corporations alone to evade 
taxes, under the corporation and. income 
tax laws, amounting to $11,326,125 were 
discovered. 
Many of the frauds extended' 
over a long period of years, some dating 
back to 1909. 
^ 


Personal 
evasions 
of 
Income 
taxes 
amounting 
to 
$5,006,696 have 
likewise 
been detected. 


Oleomargarine 
frauds 
amounting 
to 
more than 
$27,000,000 were brought 
to 
light; 
but 
the 
statute 
of 
limitations 
barred assessment on all but $5,168,166, 
the remainder being collectible only by 
suit. 


From frauds and evasions of distilled 
spirits, tobacco and miscellaneous taxes, 
$4,241,555 were paid into the treasury. 


"These frauds and evasions existied un- 
checked 
and 
undiscovered ' during 
the 
twelve 
years 
or 
more 
preceding 
the 
present 
administration," 
C<immIssioner 
Osbom claims. 


These enormous frauds are merely sur- 
face 
indications 
of 
the 
situation 
that 
would be revealed if the light could be 
tuirn^d into all ^tljig .dark, comers of the 
internal 
revenue 
system. 
Large 
scale 
evasions of the taxes on whisky, beer, 
tobacco and oleomargarine are practically 
Impossible without collusion on the part 
of revenue officials; but the Income and 
corporation taxes, which under the ex- 
isting system of secrecy depend largely 
upon the honesty of the taxpayer, 
can 
be evaded with relatively little fear of 
detectiofi. 


This report of Commissioner Osbom is 
conclusive evidence of the necessity for 
complete publicity regarding all federal 
tfixes. 
Take 
the oleomargarine 
frauds 
for example, which c o u n t e d 
to 
more 
than 
$27,000,000. 
If the records of the 
taxes paid by each oleo manufacturer had 
had due publicity, a n y attempt at fraud 
would have been revealed almost a s soon 
as it\ started. 
Other manufacturers, fa- 
miliar with the operations of their com- 
petitors, 
would 
have 
put 
the 
revenue 
officials wise 
immediately. 


Furthermore, 
with

The track « 
for laid from Anchorage consist* of »ix 
miles south toward Sewurd; thirty-eigh 
mibs of main line northward to Fair 
banks, and fifteen miles on thu llata 
nuska branch into the ilutauuska coal 
fields. 


The right of way has been cleared 


from 1'otter Creek, on Turiutguin Arm, 
to King's river, in thu Jiatimuglm coal 
Held, a distance of seventy-seven miles, 
and on the main line from WaUnueka 
to the Little Susitmi river.

be luid this fall as far as King's 'river, 
un the Mutujiuslca brunch, a. distance of 
sixty-two miles from Anchorage, «rtU to 
Waasilla on the main line, approximntu- 
ly lifted! miles from Alutaiiuska.

Europe at peace will be raising gram and eating meat ; and American 
farmers (including South American) must furnish, the world's beef 
and pork. Grains, abroad, will "be a drug on the market; but the de- 
mand for meat will exceed any the world has known. Such is the be- 
lief of Hugh G. Hughes, a northwestern agricultural editor, who writes 
'on the subject for the Review of Reviews. 


Impoverished farmers of the warring nations will need quick 


money, when peace comes, and so will turn to grain-raising, which will 
give them more immediate profits than horses or cattle. Awakened 
Russia will produce wheat as she never did before ; the fertile fields of 
Hungary and Rumania will be cultivated more intensively. 


And at the same time the returning soldiers, used to a war diet 


iii the trenches—a diet largely of meat— will demand more meat than 
lie ate before at war. The cattle stock in Europe has been heavily 
reduced by the war; the European farmer will be raisiug the quick- 
money crops, all of which means that there will be huge calls on Amer- 
ica and other peace countries for export meat. There seem to be no 
Baws in the argument. 


We suspect the canny American farmer will pay more attention

o£ the Associated Press.)—Because of 
the late Yuan Shl-Kai'a espousal of 
Confucianism and the Important part 
that religion, or philosophy, played in 
th« effort to restore the monarchy, , 
ultra-republican members 
of parlia- 


ment recently made an attempt to 
have Confucianism abolished by legis- 
lation on the theory that such action 
u-ould grant greater freedom of con- 
science and insure the perpetuity o£ 
U.e republic. 


This step aroused great indignation 


among the modern admirers of Confu- 
cius and called forth a shower o£ pro- 
tests. Kang Yu-wei, the distinguished 
scholar, who is ameng the prominent 
publicists who oppose the eradication 
of Confucianism, telegraphed to the 
central government declaring that the 
Confucian religion is. distinctly the re- 
ligion of China, and that it it be re- 
jected 
Chinese would become like 


brutes. "What would be the use of the 
knees," he asked, "if they be not em- 
ployed for the worship o£ Confucius?" 


Premier Tuan Cni-jui replied that 


the public has great reverence for Con- 
fucius, but that this reverence is in the 
hearts of the public and that it Is no 
longer necessary for them to prostrate 
their bodies on the ground to show 
their, respect for China's great sage. 


In''spite of the efforts of politicians 


to keep religion out of the political 
turmoil in China, various religious agi- 
tators have been able to Intensify the 
internal troubles of the .Chinese re- 
public. 
China has no state religion,

Denmark, Holland and 
Switzerland, which were "like sponges 
surrounding the central powers of Eu 
rope." 


The second conclusion, Sir George as- 


serted, referred to the course of action 
to be taken by the entente allied coun- 
tries in the reconstruction period follow- 
ing the war. This includes, he said, pro- 
vision against the "dumping of prod- 
ucts" from enemy countries during the 
period of reconstruction. 


The first call for materials should be 


made by the entente allies, Sir George 
declared, upon the supplies of the en- 
tente allied nations themselves .and not 
upon their enemies or neutrals.

not Europe will bo obliged to change 
its marriage laws as the result of the 
war, Is a question which has recently 
occupied sociologists 
in the Central 


States. Most of them are of the opin- 
ion that material modifications must 
ensue; a few think that legalized po- 
lygamy must be established in order 
to provide for the surplus of women 
which two years of warfare has made 
one of the problems of Europe.
